The recordo of the office will however, enable me to lav betore 
Your hkxceelleney not. only tabnìated. statements for the full vear just 
ended but also a few mere important. statisties extending back to 
the first establishment of a penal institution mm this Territory This I 
am warranted in doing by the fact that nearly sixteen ears have elapsed 
since the fist Board of Prison Commissioners was constituted, and the 

ermtonial Prison located at Yuma, by i «t of the Legislative Assem- 

bly, appro, gi February 12, 1855, nand vet no oficial stitistios of a gen- 
eral public interest have heretofore been prepared for reference or com- 
parison The longer this task 15 deferred the more difficult it will be 
and I find at already impossible to cover the ground as thoronghty as 1 
would wish to doit

HENP 


The wild hemp tsesbanias of which thousands of acres grow in the 
bottomiands of the Colorado River, has been the subject of study and 
experiment, with a view to its utilization as an article of commerce It 
has been my nim and desire to devise some means of malang the prison, 
a» far as possible self-sustainmg For that purpose some systematic 
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manutacture must be engaged Am ` This wild hemp, which in our coun- 
try at least, i vet new to commerce would seem to afford the best op- 
portunity Among its elsantages these might be cited The supply is 
mexhaustible and is found almost. at our doors [t will require no 
costly nor mtie machinery neither will it necessitate any particu- 
larly skilled labor ft is a new industry and, therefore, free from the 
objections so often raised to prison manufactures, When they come into 
competition with alic uds established branches of trade

only the thickness of a lead penal Ht will then vield 25 per cent of 
it~ bulk in fibre, where the large stall will vield only 10 per cent 

“Tp may be cut by hind as advantageously as with an ordinary 
mosir owine to the less cxpenseof gathering The stalks will become 
tangled by the feet of animals and the wheels of the machine 

* de will cost hfty cents per cord to cut and pile it, and fifteen cents 
per cord to load, baul oneshalf a mile and re-pile ut 

* Experiments with a measured cord show that it will yield 104 
pounds of long hbre, and 116 pounds of short fibre, wheh comes from 
short pieces of stalk limbs ind seed pods Thelatter quality would 
make excellent tow, stuffing tor cushions, collars, mattresses, and could 
also be worked into pulp, or. paprer-mache

The abundant supply of clay suitable for making brick, and, also, 
round and fiat tiles and the ready market these articles would find nght 
here, has been called to the attention ot the board, with a recommen- 
dation that such work be authorized, not only a» a means of employing 
the prisoners, but asa revenue producing industry.

I have also recommended an appropriation for hmshing the lower 
tier of cells, bv extending the double row to the orginal length intended 
This would give eight additional cells, and by throwing the tour cella 
into one room, it could be utilized as a hospital, and be adequate to the 
pui pose for several vear to come 
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FEMALE QUARTERS 


The need of separate female quarters was brought to the attention 
ot the board at its October meeting, and the recommendation favorably 
acted upon Excavations foi such a structure are now going on, and 
have tor sometime been in progress -

: DISCHARGED PRISONERS : 


Paragraph 2445 of the Revised Statutes, provides that a prisoner 
on ‘his discharge shall be furnished with five dollars in cash, a suit of 
clothes not to exceed fifteen dollars, and a half-fare railroad ticket, in 
either direction, for any distance not to exceed 300 mles The only 
railroad company doing business here refusing to issue or to honor half- 
fare tickets for the transportation df discharged prisoners has made ne- 
cessary such an interpretation of the intention of Legislature as works a 
hardship to the very men it intended to benefit 

To dump any mau, with only A fiv -dolla piece in lus pocket on 
the desert whether in Calitormi: or lins Dom ¡there to find lis way 
to a settled community as bes he can, 15 not an act ot Christian chanty 
F have reason to believe that if the defective “half-fare” clause was

It would also appear that the Leyislanve body pia the ex- 
nendituie of fifteen dollars for a suit of clothes, but as experience shows 
that a number of prisoners ne «applied by their friends with such wear- 
tug apparel as they might need on being discharged ind others partic- 
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ularly those who are released during the warm summer months, con- 
sider a full suit of clothes only as a burden to carry [would also sug- 
gest, a» un amendment to that act, giving the discharged prisoner twenty 
dollars in cash, instead of five dollars in. cash and a fifteeu~dollar suit, 

and leaving him to investso much-1n clothes as he might deem neces- 
sary. The expense to the Teiritory would remain the same, while it 
might prove more beneficial to the man who is just then placed ìn a po- 
sition where he certainly 1s forced to husband his few dollars, if ever he is” 


RELIGIOUS NERVICE 


Religious services are held in the main dining room at frequent in- 
tervals, by the Catholic priest, or by some visiting Protestant minister, 
but attendance ìs left entirely optional with the prisoners. ' The Cath- 
olic service, being conducted entirely in Spanish or Latin, ìs not under- 
stood by others than Mexicans 


iS INDIANS 


There are new twenty-three Indians in confinement, of whom 
fifteen are Apaches, one Choctaw, one Mojave, one Navajo, four Papagos 
and one Pima Thev are as obedient to rules and fully as easily handled 
‘is other prisoners. | :

THE PRISON LIBRARY. 


The Library, which contains some 1500 volumes, and was starteg 
entirely by voluntary contributions from publishers and others, is fairly 
well patronized But a large proportion of the books consist of school 
books, and there 15 a need of more miscellaneous, works, and current lit- 
eratum e, such as biography, travels and high-class novels, Very few, if 
any additions have been made to ıt during late years, while many vol- 
umes have been lost, or damaged by use. T 

Even, a library will fall into “innocuous desuetude” unless itis in- 
vigorated by a timely replenishing I have theretore resumed the prac- 
tice formerly in vogue, of charging strangers and sightseers an admission 
fee of twenty-five cents to the prison yard, and keep a register for that _ 
purpose at the gate The money so collected goes into the Library 
Fund, which now has $33 65 to 1ts credit. ~ But as all the moneys so col. 
lected can be well expended for the purpose of fitting up a hook bindery, 
at which unbound maga/mes aud other periodicals may be furnished

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with more durable covers, [ would respectfully recommend that the 
Sixteenth Legislature be asked to make an annual appropriation of at 
least $250 for the purpose of replenishing the shelves.

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' INDUSTRIES AMONG THE PRISONERS 


In the absence of any Territorial work requiring their labor, such 
prisoners as have the inclination and ability to do so, have been permit- 
ted to work for themselves, at such trades as they. saw fit, and the same 
privilege has been extended to| all, after the regular working honrs 

. The principal industries that ¡have thus been developed are the mak- 
ing of inlud boxes, and canes made of tron-wood, horn, and other ma- 
terials. The canes so made with various combinations ot wood, iron, 
leather, horn. and onvx have acquired an extensive reputation tor their 
fine workmanship and finish and the industry has proved quite remu- 
nerative ta those prisoners who have engaged in The same may be 
sud of the lace kutting, which is chiefly confined to the Mexican ele- 
ment among the prisurers ' 

These little trades, v bile they have not been permitted to interfere 
with any Terntorial woik required, er to be done, have enabled the 
prisoners to supply themselves with a number of luxuries in the way of 
fruits, canned goods, and smoking materials which they would other- 
wise have to do "without Some have even been thereby enabled to re- 
mit small amonnts to dependent families, and to save up some for the 
day of their release 

AU moneys belonging to prisoners are properly kept in account 
with the Superintendent, and ilie 15 on this day $1031 64, standing 


+» ~ »botheir credits Monetary transactions between themselves are made 


by means of “transfer checks,” once a week and purchases trom the 
stores 1n town are. also allowed m every week, 

_ Whenever any money 19 paid in to the eredit of a prisoner, or when- 
ever âny is paid ont on his seco, he 13 given a cash check showing 
that bis account at the office has been credited, or that his account has 
been charged so much, thus enabling him to know each day exactly how 
his account stands, withont recourse to any book-keeping or verbal ques- 
tions at the office This system has proved very satisfactory after a five- 
months trial

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POPULATION AND AGGREGATE AND AVERAGE AGES 
AND SENTENCES 

The number of prisoners confined on the 31st day of December, 1890, 
is 139 The number on the 31st day of December, 1889, was 134; an 
increase of 5 ‘ 

During the year there have been received 77 prisoners, of whom 69 
were sentenced for a term of of years, and $ tor hfe. 

The aggregate sentences of the 69 other than life prisoners received 
during the year amount to 324 years, and 6 months, their aggregate 
ages to 1991 years Average sentences, 4 years, 8 months and 13 days 
Average age 28 years, 10 months and 8 days The youngest prisoner 
was 14 years at the time of his commitment, the oldest, 53 years. 

The aggregate ages of the eight “hfe-hmers” received during the 
year 1s 276 years Average age, 34 years and 6 months Lowest age, 
15 years; highest, 50 years 

Previous to 1890 there had been received 605 prisoners sentenced to 
a term of years, and 26 sentenced for life 

The aggregate sentences of the 605 other than life prisoners received 
previous to 1890 amounted to 2779 years, 11 months and 5 days, tbeir 
aggregate ages, to 18,436 years Average sentence, 4 years, 7 months 
and 4 dass Average ago, 30 years, 5 months and 20 days The youngest 
prisoner was 16 years at the time of his commitment, the oldest, 77 
years - 

The aggregate ages of, the 26 “lfe-timers” received previous to 
1890, was 890 years Average age, 24 years 2 months and 23 days 
Lowest uge, 18 vears, highest, 54 years! 

The 20 “ hfe-trmers” who have been either pardoned or ‘otherwise 
released from confinement in this Prison, had served an aggregate of 59 


` years, 8 months and 24 days, or an average of a fraction less than 3 years

FEMALE PRISONERS Z^ f 


A noteworthy fact is that only four females have been committed 
to the Territorial Prison in the sixteen years of its existence 

The first was received from Yama county, on November 17, 1878, 
»entenced, on a charge of manslaughter-to one year and three months, 
and was pardoned by Governor Fremont, November 26, 1879 The 
second was received from Cochise county, June 8. 1883, on a charge of 
mauslaughter, sentenced to five years imprisonment She was par- 
doned by Acting Governor Van Arman, March 15, 1884 The third 
was a United States prisoner received from Pima county, on October 19, 
1886, sentenced to sixty davs confinement and to pay a fine of ten dol. 
lars, for selling liquor to Indians She was discharged December 17, 
1886 The fourth one, now in custody. wis recervea from Pima county 
on Maich 30 1889, on a 15 years sentence for murder

Thesolitary exception. being the ~ 
escape of two prisoners—Keyes and Warrell—on the evemng of No- 
vember 23d, by scaling the sonth side wall Fortunately both were 
recaptured, punished. by confinement in the dark cell, made to carry a 
ball and chain, and reported to the Board of Commissioners, as provided ;
